DIFFERENT MATTER 

Mr Reynolds submitted that 
although no doubt thelr Lord-

was'the ulterior intent which 1 
was concelled'in this.case was 
entirely . absent, Cotunse relied 
on’ this to show that the sen- 
tence was manifestly excessive. 


STARK REALITY : 
There -was_ another great 
difficulty, Mr Wright continued, 
to try and justify the posses- 
ston as making the sulcide in 
this case possibie.

“If 
I may be forgiven for any ex- 
pression that may tend towards 
cyniclsm, the stark ~ reality is 
this: If his wife intended to 
commit suicide and the gun 
was not there -she would have 
found something else.”
